MARSEILLES, Oct. 7 (THT). — 
Police recovered yesterdar, in 
undamaged condition, 118 Picasso 
watercolors, gousches and draw- 
ings stolen 10 months ago from 
Avignon in one of history’s big- 
gest art thefts. They said the 
unsigned works—on which ex- 
perts had refused to put a market 
value—were found in a rented 
van parked outside a Marseille 
art guilery. and seven men in or 
near the van were arrested. A 
tip from an anonymous caller led 

. to the pickup, the police said. 

One of the seven fired a shot 
gun blast that missed policemen 
closing im, authorities reported. 
After interrogation, another of 
the seven died—an autopsy show- 
ed he had had a heart attack, a 
Police aide said—in a cell in 
the Marseilles police bheadquar- 
ters. 

The police said they believed 
that the thieves belonged to an 
international ring which had 
hoped to sell the Picasso works 
for 300 million francs (360.7 mil- 
lion). After the theft last 
January, from the museum of the 
Palace of Popes in Avignon, ex- 
perts said that the stolen works 
Probably could not be marketed 
because they were uusigned and 

“were thoroughly known to inter- 
National art dealers and connois- 
seurs, The works had been in- 
sured for nearly $2.5 million.

Miss Frederick: Good erc- 
ning, Tm Pauline Frederick of 
NPR, moderator of this second 
of the historic debates between 
the Republican and Democratic 
Candidates for president. Thank 
You, President Ford, and thank 
You, Gov. Carter, for being 
with us tonight. 

This debate takes place be~ 
fore en audience in the Palace 
of Fine Arts theater in San 
Prancisco, An estimated 100 
million Americans are watch~ 
ing on television as well, 

San Francisco was the site of 

- the signing of the United Na~ 
tions Charter 31 years ago. 
Thus, it is an appropriate place 
to hold this debate, the subject 
of which is foreign and defense 
issues. The questioners tonight 
are Max Frankel, associate edi- 
tor of The New York ‘Times; 
Henry Lb. Trewhitt, diplomatic 
correspondent of the Baltimore 
Sun, 
diplomatic 
NEC News. 

The ground rules tonight are 
basically the same as they 
were for the first debate two 
weeks ago. The questions will 
be alternated between candi- 
dates. By the toss of a coin, 
Gov. Carter will take the first 
question, 

Each question sequence will 
be as follows: The question will 
be asked and the candidate will 
have up to three minutes to sn- 
swer. His oppovent will have up 
to two minutes to respond. And 
prior to the response, the ques- 
tioner may ask a follow-up 
question to clarify the candi- 
date’s answer, when necessary, 
with up to two minutes to re- 
ply. Each candidate will have 
three minutes for a _ closing 
statement at the end. President 
Ford and Gor. Carter do nat 
have notes or prepared 
remarks with them this eve- 
uing, but they may take notes 
during the debate and refer to 
them, 

Mr. Frankel, you have the 
first question for Gov. Carter. 

Q. Governor, since the Demo- 
erats last ran our foreign pol- 
icy, including many of the: men 
who are advising you, the coun- 
try has been relieved of the 
‘Vietnam agony and the mili- 
tary draft; we've started arms 
control negotiations with the 
Russians: we've opened rela- 
tions with China: We've ar- 
ranged the disengagement in 
the Middle East; we've re- 
gained influence with the Arabs 
without deserting Israel; now 
maybe we've even begun the 
process of peaceful change in 
Africa, Now, you've objected in 
this campaign to the style with 
which much of this was done. 
and you've mentioned some 
ether things that you think 
ought to have been done. But 
do you really have ἃ quarrel 
with this Republican record? 
Would you not have done any of 
those things? 

. Carter: Well, I think this Re- 
publican administration's been 
almost ail style and spectacular 
and not substance. We've got a 
chance tonight to talk about, 
first of all, leadership, the 
character of our country and a 
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Ford will have a chance to dis- 


at home, 
president we'll pot only be 
strong in those areas but also 
in defense, 4 defense capability 
second to none, 

We've lost in our foreign pol- 


chance to become, now, con- 
trary to our long-standing be- 
liefs and principles, the arms 
merchant of the whole world. 
We've tried to buy success 
from our enemies, and, at the 
same time, we've excluded 
from the process the normal 
friendship of our allies. 

In addition to that, we've be- 
come fearful to compete with 
the Sovies Union on an equal 
basis. We talk about détente— 
the Soviet Union knows what 
they want in détente and 
they've been getting it. We 
have not known what we've 
wanted, and we've been out- 
traded in almost every im- 
stance. 

The other point I want to 
make is about our defense. 
We've got to be ἃ nation 
blessed with a defense capabil- 


ity that's efficient, tough, ca- | 


pable, well-organized. narrowly 
focused; fighting capability. 
‘The ability to fight if necessary 
is the best way to avold the 
chance for or the requirement 
to fight. 

And the last point I want to 
make is this: Mr. Ford, Mr. 
Kissinger have continued on 
with the policies and failures of 
Richard Nixon. Even the Re- 
publican platform has criticized 
the lack of leadership in Mr. 
Ford and they've criticized the 
foreign policy of this adminis- 
tration. This is one instance 
where I agree with the Republi- 
ean platform. 

I might say this in closing, 
and that is, that as far as for- 
eign polley goes, Mr, Kissinger 
has oem the president of this 
country.

Miss Frederick: President 
Ford, would you ke to re- 
spond? 

Ford: Gor. Carter again is 
taiking in broad generalities. 
Let me take just one question 
that he raises: the military 
Strength and capability of the 
United States. Gov. Carter in 
November of 1975 indicated 
that be wanted to cut the de- 
fense budget by $15 billion. A 
few months later he said he 
wanted to cut the defense bud- 
get by eight or nine billion dol- 
jars, And more recently he 
talks about cutting the defense 
budget by five to seven billion 
dollars. There is no way you 
cao be strong aorllitarily and 
have both kinds of reductions in 
our military appropriation, 

Now let me just tell you a 
little story. About late October 
of 1975, I asked the then- 
secretary of defense, Mr. 
Schlesinger, to tell me what 
had to be done if we were going 
to reduce the defense budget by 
three to five billion dollars, A 
few dass later, Mr. Schlesinger 
came back and said that if we 
cut the defense budget by three 
to five billion dollars, we will 
have to cut military personnel 
by 250,000: civillan personnel 
br 100,000: jobs in America by 
100,000; we would have to 
stretch out our aircrail pro- 
curement; we would have to re- 
duce our naval construction 
Program; we would have to re- 
duce the research and deveiop- 
ment for the Army. the Narr, 
the Air Force and the Marines 
by 8 per cent: we would have 
to close 20 military bases in the 
United States immediately. 
That's the kind of defense pro- 
gram Mr. Carter wants. Let me 
tell you this straight from the 
shoulder: You don't negotiate 
with Mr. Brezhnev from weak- 
ness, and the kind of a defense 
program Mr. Carter wants will 
Mean ἃ weaker defense and 4 
Poorer negotiating position. 

Miss Frederick; Mr. Tre- 
whitt, a question for President 
Ford, 

Q: Mr. President, my ques- 
tion is really the other side of 
the coin from Mr. Frankel's. 
For a generation, the United 
State bas had a foreign policy 
based on containment of Com- 
Tmounism, Yet we have last the 
first war in Vietnam, we lost a 
shoving match in Angola, Com- 
munists threaten to come to 
power by peaceful means in 
Italy and relations generally 
have cooled with the Soviet Un- 
jon in the last few months. So 
Jet me ask you first, what do 
you do about such cases as 
Itely, and secondly, does this 
eeneral drift mean that we're 
moving back toward something 
like an old cold war relation- 
ship with the Soviet Union? 

Ford: 1 think it's in the 
best interest of the United 
States, and the world as a 
whole, that the United States 
negotiate rather than go back 
to the eold war relationship 
with the Soviet Union. I don't 
look at the picture as bleably 
38 you hare indicated in your 
question, Mr, Trewhitt, I be- 
lieve that the United States has 
had many successes in recent 
years and recent months as fer 
as the Communist movement is 
concerned, We have been suc- 
cessful in Portugal, where a 
year ago it looked like there 


take over in Portugal. It didn't 
happen. We have a democracy 
in Portugal today. A few 
months ago, or I should sar 
maybe two years ago, the 
Soviet Union looked lke they 
had continued strength jn the 
Middle East, Today, according 
to Prime Minister Rabin, the 
Soviesb Union is weaker in the 
Middle Kast than they have 
been in many, many years. The 
facts are. the Soviet Union's 
relationship with Egypt is at a 
low level The Soviet Union's 
relationship with Syria is at a 
yery low point, The United 
States today, according to 
Prime Minister Rabin of Israel. 
is at a peak in its influence and 
power in the Middle East, 

But let's turn for a minute to 
the Southern Africa Operations 
that are now going on. The 
United States took the Initiative 
jn Southern Africa. We wanted 
to end the bloodshed in 
Southern Africa. We wanted to 
have the right of self-determi- 
nation in Southern Africa. We 
wanted to have majority rule 
with the full protection of the 
Tights of the minority. We want~ 
ed to preserve human dignity 
ia Southern Africa. We have 
taken the initiative, und in 
Southern Africa today. the 
United States is trusted by the 
bisck front-line nations and 
black Africa, the United States 
is trusted by the other elements 
in Southern Africa. The United 
States foreign policy, under this 
administration, has been one of 
progress and success. And I be- 
Heve that instead of talking 
about Soviet progress. we can 
talk about American muccesses. 
And may 1 make an observation 
on part of the question you 
asked, Mr, Trewhitt? I don't 
believe that it's in the best in- 
terest of the United States and 
the NATO nations to have a 
Communist government. In 
NATO. Mr. Carter has in- 
dicated be would look with 
sympathy to a Communist gor- 
ernment in NATO. 1 think that 
would destroy the interrity and 
the strength of NATO, and I 
am totally opposed to it. 

Carter: Now Mr. Ford, un- 
fortunately, just made 2 
statement that isnt true. 1 
have never advocated a Com- 
munist government for Italy, 
that would obviously be a ridic- 
ulous thing to do for anyone 
who wanted to be president of 
this country. I think that this is 


an instance of deliberate dis- 
tortion, and this has occurred 
also im the question about de- 
fense. As a matter of fact, I 
have never advocated any cut 
of $15 billion in our defense 
budget, As a matter of fact. 
Mr. Pord has made a political 
football out of our defense 
budget. About 2 year ago he 
cut the Pentagon's budget %6.3 
billion. After he fired James 
Schlesinger. the political heat 
got so great he added back 
about $3 billion When Ronaid 
Reagan won the Texas y 
election, Mr. Ford added back 
another $1 billion. Immediate~- 
ly before the Kansas City con- 
vention, he added back another 
S1.8 bition in the defense bud- 
get. And his own Office of Mai- 
agement and Budget testified 
that be had a 33-billion cut 
insurance added to the defense 
budget, under pressure from the 
Pentagon. Obviously this is an- 
other indication of trying to use 
the defense budget for political 
purposes, which he is trying to 
do tonight. 

We went into South Africa 
late, after Great Britain, Rho- 
desia, the black nations had 
been trying to solve this prob- 
lem for many years. We didn’t 
go in until right before the elec- 
tion, similar to whet was taking 
place in 1972, when Mr, EKissin- 
ger announced. “Peace is at 
hand.” just before the election 
at that time. And we have weak~ 
ened our position in NATO be- 
cause the other countries in Eu- 
rope supported the democratic 
forces in Portugal long before 
we did. We stuck to the Portu- 
gal dictatorship much longer 
than other democracies did in 
this world 

Miss Frederick: Mr. Vale-~ 
riani, a question for Gov, Car- 
ter, 
Q Gor. Carter. much of what 
the United States does abroad 
is done in the name of the π- 
tional interest. What is your 
concept of the national inter- 
est? What should the role of the 
United States in the world be? 
And in that connection, consid- 
ering your limited experience 
in foreign affairs, and the fact 
that you take some pride in 
being a Washington outsider, 
don't you think it would be ap- 
propriate for you to tell the 
American voters before the 
election the people that you 
would like to have in key posil- 
ons. such as secretary of 
State. secretary of defense. na- 
tional security affairs adviser 
at the White House? 

Carter: Well, I'm not going to 
name my cabineb before I get 
elected, T've got a little ways to 
go before I start doing thar. 
But I have an adequate back- 
ground, I believe. 

I am a graduate of the U.S, 
Naval Academy, the flrst muli- 
tary [presidential caudidate} 
graduate since Eisenhower. 

I've served as governor of 
Georgia and have traveled ex- 
tensively in foreign couniries 
—South America, Central 
America, Europe. the Middle 
East, and in Japan. 

I've traveled the last 21 
months among the people of 
this country. I've talked to 
them and I've listened. And 
I've seen it first hand. in a 
very vivid way, the deep burt 
that's come to this country in 
the aftermath of Vietnam and 
Cambodia and Chile and Paki- 
stan and Angola and Water- 
gate, CIA revelations. What we 
were formerly s0 proud of, the 
Strength of our country, its 
moral integrity, the representa- 
tion in foreign affairs of what 
our people or what our Con- 
stitution stands for. has been 
gone. And in the secrecy that 
has surrounded our foreign pol- 
icy In the last few years the 
American people, the Congress 
have been excluded. 

I believe 1 know what this 
eountry ought to be. I've been 
one who's loved my nation as 
many Americans do. And I be- 
lieve that there's πὸ limit 
placed on what we can be in 
the future if we can harness the 
tremendous resources: militar- 
ily, economically, and the 
stature of our people, the 
meaning of our Constitution in 
the future. 

Every time we've made a 
serious mistake in foreign af- 
fairs it's been because the 
American people have been ex- 
cluded from the process. If we 
can just tap the intellizence 
and ability, the sound common 
sense, and the good judgment 
of the American people, we can 
once again have a foreign pol- 
icy to make us proud instead of 
ashamed. 

And I'm not going to exclude 
the American people from that 
process in the future as Mr. 
Ford and Mr. Kissinger have 
done. 

This is what it takes to hare 
ἃ sound foreign polley: strong 
at home, strong defense. per- 
manent commitents, not betray 
the principles of our country. 


people and the Congress in the 
shaping of our foreign policy. 

Every time Mr. Ford speaks 
from a position of secrecy, in 
negotiations, in secret treaties 
that have been pursued and 
achieved, in supporting dicta- 
torships, in ignoring human 
rights. we are weak, and the 
Test of the world knows it. 

So these are the ways that we 
can restore the strength of our 
country, And they don't require 
a long experience m foreign 
policy. And nobody has that ex- 
cept a president who started a 
long time ago—or a secretary of 
state. 

But my background. oily ex- 
perience. may knowledge of the 
people of this country, mF com- 
mitment to our principles that 
don't change. those are the best 
bases to correct the horrible 
mistakes of this administration 
and restore our on counny to

world, 


Q. How, specifically, Gover- 
nor, are sou going to bring the 
American people into the deci- 
sion-making process in foreign 
policy. What does thet mean? 

Carter: First of all, I would 
quit conducting the decision- 
making process in secret, 25 
has been a characteristic of 
Mr, Kissinger and Mr. Ford. In 
many instances we've made 

ents, like in Vietnam, 
that bave been revealed later 
on to our embarrassment. 
Recently Ian Smith. the Presi- 
dent of Rhodesia. announced 
that he had unequivocal com- 
mitments from Mr. Eissinger 
that he could not reveal The 
American people don't iknow 
what those commitments are. 
We have seen in the past a de- 
Struction of elected gorern- 
ments like in Chile. and the 
strong support of military dic- 
tatorship there. These kinds of 
things baye hurt us very much,

have Β strong secretary of state, 
Dean Acheson. 

But he also made sure that 
there was a bipartisan support, 
The members of Congress — 
Arthur Vandenberg. Walter 
George — were part of the 


process. 

And before our nation made a 
secret agreement, before we 
made a bluffing statement, we 
were sure that we had the 
backing not only of the presi~ 
dent and the secretary of state, 
but also of the Congress and 
the people. 

This is the responsibility of 
the president. And I think it's 
very damaging to our county 
for Mr. Ford to have turned 
over this responsibility to the 
Secretary of state. 

Miss rederick: President 
Ford, do you have a response? 

Ford: Gov. Carter again con- 
tradicts himself. He complains 
about seerecy and yet be is qu:- 
ed as saying that in the at- 
tempt to find a solution in the 
Middle Hast he would hold un- 
publicized meetings with the 
Soviet Union, I presume for the 
purpose of tmposing 2 
Settlement on Israel and the 
Arab nations. 

But Jet me talk just a minute 
about what we've done to avoid 
Secrecy in the Ford adminis. 
tration. After the United States 
took the initiative in working 
with Israel and with Esypt in 
achieving the Sinai TI agree- 
ment. and Im proud to say 
that not @ single Egyptian or 
Israeli soldier has lost his life 
since the signing of the Sinai 
agreement — but at the time 
that I submitted the Sinai 
agreement to the Consress of 


‘the United States. I submitted 


every single document that was 
applicable to the Sinai I agree- 
roent. Tt was the most complete 
documentation by any president 
of any agreement signed br a 
president on behalf of the Unit- 
ed States, 

Now as far as meeting with 
the Congress is concerned. dur- 
ing the 24 months that I've 
been the Pyesident of the 
United States, I have averaged 
better than one meeting a 
month with responsible groups 
or committees of the Congress 
— both House and Senate, The 
secretary of state has ap- 
peared. in the several years 
that he’s been the secretary, 
before 80 different committee 
hearings in the House and in 
the Senate. The secretary of 
state has made better than 50 
speeches all over the United 
States explaining American for- 
eign policy. I have made mr- 
Self at least 10 speeches in 
various parts of the country 
where I have discussed ‘with 
the American people defense 
and foreign policy, 

Miss Frederick: Mr. Frankel, 
a question for President Ford. 

Q. Mr. President, I'd like to 
explore a little more deeply cur 
relationship with the Russians, 
They used to brag back in 
KEhrusbeher'’s day that because 
of their greater patience and 
because of our greed for busri- 
mess Geals that they would 
sooner or later get the better of 
us. Is it possible that, despite 
some setbacks in the Middle 
East. they've proved = their 
point? 

Qur allies in France and Italy 
are now flitbing with Commu- 
nism: we've recognized a per- 
manent Communist regime in 
East Germany; we've virtually 
signed in Helsinki an agree- 
ment that the Russians hare 
dominance in Eastern Europe: 
we've bailed ont Soviet agricul- 
ture with our huge grain sales; 
we've given them large loans, 
access to our best technology, 
and if the Senete hada't inter- 
Terred with the Jackson amend- 
ment, maybe you would have 
given them even larger loans. 
Is that what you call a two-way 
Street of traffic in Europe? 

Ford: I believe that we have 
negotiated with the Soviet 
Union since I've been President 
from a position of strength. 
And let me cite several exam- 
ples. Shortly after I became 
President in December of 1974 I 
met with General Seeretarr 
Brezhnev in Vladivostok and 
we agreed to a mutual cap on 
the ballistic missile launchers 
at a ceiling of 24600, which 
means that the Soviet Union, if 
that becomes a permanent 
agreement, Will have to meke a 
reduction im thelr launchers 
that they now have or plan to 
hare. I negotiated at Viadivos- 
tok with Mr. Brezhnev a limita- 
tion on the MIRVing of their 
ballistic missiles at a figure of 
1320, which is the first time 
thet any president has achieved 
a cap, either on launchers or on 
MIRVs. It seems to me that ve 


ean go from there to the grain 
sales, . 
‘The grain sales have been 2 
benefit to American agricul- 
tore. We have achieved a five 
and three-quarter sale of 
a minimum of six million met- 
τὶς tons, which means that they 
have already bought about four

It just isn't true. And if Mr. 
Carter alleges that His Holiness 
by signing that bas done it. he 
is totally inaccurate. Now, what 
has been accomplished by the 
Helsinki agreement? Number 
One is an article where 
they notify us and we no- 
tify them of any military 
maneuvers that sre to be un- 
dertaken. They have done τὸ in 
both cases where they've done 
50. There is no Soviet domina- 


tion of Eastern Europe and. 


there never will be under a 
Ford adminis! tration, 

Prankel: Sorry, could Y just 
pause? Did I understand you to 
say, sir, that the Russians are 
not using Eastern Europe as 
their own sphere of influence in 
occupying most of the countries 
there and making sure with 
their troops thet it’s 2 Commu- 
nist zone, whereas on our side 
of the line, the Italians and the 
French are still fitting with 
the Communists? 

Ford: I don't believe, Mr. 
Frankel, that the Yugoslavians 
consider themselves dominated 
by the soviet Union. I don’t be- 
lieve the Romanians consider 
themselves dominated the 
Soviet Union. I don’t believe 
that the Poles consider 
themselves dominated by the 
Soviets Union. Exch -of those 
countries is independent, auton- 
omous. It has its own territorial 
integrity. And the United States 
does not concede that those 
countries are under the domi- 
nance of the Soviet Union. As & 
matter of fact, I visited Poland, 
Yugoslavia and Romania to 
make certain that the people of 
those countries understood that 
the president of the United 
State and the people of the 
United States are dedicated to 
their independence, their au- 
tonomy and their freedom. 

Miss Frederick: Gov. Carter, 
we'll have your response. 

Carter: Well, in the first 
place, Im not ctiticizing His 
Holiness the Pope. I was talk- 
ing about Mr. Ford. The fact 
is that secrecy has surrounded 
the decisions made by ‘the Ford 
administration, In the case of 
the Helsinki agreement, 1 may 
have been a good agreement, 
at the beginning, but we have 
failed to enforce the so-called 
Basket Three part, which imsur- 
es the right of people to mi- 
grate, join their families, be 
free, speak out, The Soriet 
Union is stil jamming Radio 
Free Europe, Radio Pree Eu- 
rope is being jammed. We have 
also 5661: a very serious prob- 
lem with the so-called 
Sonnenfeldt document. which 
apparently Mr, Ford has fast 
endorsed, which said that there 
is an organic Imkage between 
the Eastern European countries 
and the Soviet Union, and I 
would like to see Mr, Ford con- 
vince the Polish-Americans and 
the Czech-Americans and the 
Hungarian-Americans in this 
country that those countries 
don't live under the domination 
and the supervision of the 
Soviet Union behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

We also have seen Mr. Ford 
exclude himself from access to 
the public. He hasn't had a 
tough, cross-examination-type 
press conference in over 30 
days. One prvv= conference he 
hed without sound. 

He has also shown 3 
weakness in yielding to pres- 
Sure. The Soviet Union, for in- 
stance, put pressure on Mr. 
Ford, and he refused to see 8 
symbol of human freedom rec- 
ognized around the world. 
Arabs have put pressure.on Mr. 
Ford. and he bas yielded, and 
has permitted. a boycott, by the 
Arab countries, of American 
businesses who trade with Is- 
rael or who have American 
Jews owning or taking part in 
the management of American 
companies. His own secretary 
of commerce had to be sub- 
poenged by the Congress to 
reveal the names of businesses 
who were subject to this boy- 
cott. They didn’t volunteer the 
information, he bad to be sub- 
Poenged. 

And the last thing I'd like to 
say is this: This grain deal 
with the Soviet Union in 72 was 
terrible, and Mr. Ford made up 
for it with three embargoes, 
one against our own ally In Ja- 
pan. That's not the way to run 
our foreign policy, including in- 
ternational trade_

By consensus, it appears that Jimmy 
Carter came through more strongly in the 
Second debate of the campaign than in the 
first, and perhaps more strongly than 
Gerald Ford. In part this was due to Pres- 
ident Ford's astonishing eomment that 
Eastern Europe is not dominated by the 
Soviet Union, which carried no conviction 
end is 2 striking example of the dangers of 
discussing foreign policy off the οὐ. But 
on the positive side. Carter showed more 
force and confidence. 

It is, of course, easler for 2 candidate to 
say what he would do than for 2 president 
to explain what he has done. And Carter 
could wrap his proposals in packages such 
8.5 morality-and public participation in for- 
eign affairs more readily than Ford—who 
has had to deal with practical problems of 
8. world in which morality takes many 
shapes. from Clapham to Katmandu, in 
Which ally may war on ally, and where con- 
fidentiality is q necessary prelude to pub- 
Heity. This diverse world, so different from 
the apparent dichotomy of even a decade 
ago does not—at least for 2 man who holds 
office and its responsibility—lend itself to 
slogans. But slogans make good election 
Material, and Jimmy Carter employed them 
effectively. 

Indeed. there were those who eompared 
Carter's role on Wednesday night to that of 
John F. Kennedy in his foreign affairs 
@ebate with the then Vice-President, Richard 


Nixon, In thrast and toughness, if not in 
elegance of phrase. Carter, for example. 
sounded like an only slightly modified 
Ronald Reagan in his disenussion of the 
Panama Canal, and his suggestion of a 
counterboycott. should another oil boycott 
emerge from the Arab lands. was hardly of 
the kind to assist the United States in any 
mediative role in the tangled Middle East. 
It is too much to suggest that the parallei 
between Carter and Kennedy could result, 
should Garter be elected, in another Bay of 
Pigs, another missile crisis, another dispatch 
of troops to some new Vietnam. But the 
Carter rhetoric was effectlve in creating a 
confrontation of sorts with the Nixon-Kis- 
singer-Ford policies, in terms that might win 
votes but prove embarrassing if its author 
moves into the oval room—where, as Harry 
Traman aptly put it. the buck stops. It 
would be far from easy for Carter to recon- 
cile his views on national security with his 
figures on the defense budget. to find many 
friendly governments in the UN General 
Assembly whose domestic techniques met his 
standards of freedom. to discover allies who 
would cooperate with his views on arms 
sales and nuclear proliferation—or to carry 
on foreign relations as openly and with 2s 
much ald from Congress as he says he hopes 
to do. Fortumately, he pinpointed few spe- 
cific areas in which he differed from Ford, 
and it is to be hoped that these will not 
proliferate should Carter win the election. 


The Women of Ulster 


Two brave women from Belfast who have 
put their lives and those of their families 
at risk in an attempt to end sectarian vio- 
lence and restore peace to Northern Ireland 
are visiting the United States on that mis- 
sion. Betty Wiliams, 32-year-old housewife 
and mother of two, puts it directly: 

“We have 2 specific message for the Amer- 
fean people: Stop the flow of money going 
toward arms and ammunition for use in 
ulster.” ‘ 

Mrs. Williams and Mairead Corrigan, 23, 
represent the Women’s Peace Movement, a 
non-political, non-sectarian organization 
that is directed against viclence from any 
quarter. The women launched the move- 
ment after three small children were killed 
and thelr mother—Miss Corcigan’s sister— 
was crifécally injured by a ronaway car 
driven by an Irish Republican Army ter- 
rorist fleemg from British soldiers in Belfast. 

They began with a peace rally last month 
mt the apot where the ehildren were killed; 
and were astonished when 10,000 persons 
—mostly women—turmed up, many of them 
Protestants enterimg the Catholic areas of 
Belfast for the first time since the sectarian 
siolence exploded in 1969. Their next effort 
‘orought out 20,000 women, Catholic and 
Protestant, from all parts of Belfast, some 
pushing prams, some in wheelchairs, many 
earrying peace signs and singing, “We Are 
Not Afraid!” Successful rallies followed in 
other Ulster elties and towns. 

The peace movement has been savagely 
attacked. by both extremes: the Irish Repub- 
lican Army Provisionals and the Rev. Ian 


Paisley’s Democratic Unionist party. Wil- 
Hams has received threatening letters and 
ἃ. mob recently tried to burn down her house. 
One Catholic woman in the movement was 
critically wounded by a shotgun biast and 
the 17-year-old son of another leader was 
beaten unconsclous by 2 gang that earved 
the IRA initials into a hand and leg with 
razor biades. 

The foreign minister of Ireland. Garret 
Fitzgerald, believes the Women's Peace 
marches have helped bring about the “almost 
tota)” isolation of both IRA and Unionist 
terrorists in their respective Ulster commu- 
nities. Surely it is time for Britain's new 
secretary for Northern Ireland, Roy Mason 
—backed by both London and Dublin—and 
the responsible leaders in both Ulster com- 
munities to take advantage of the climate 
created by these gallant women and to 
launch a fresh effort to break out of the 


.current political stalemate. © ~ 


Meanwhile, Williams and Miss Corrigan 
are in the United States appealing for the 
most effective help this country at present 
can give—a plea made often by responsible 
Protestant and Catholic leaders in Ulster 
as well as by the British and Irish govern- 
ments: 

Stop contributing money for arms to kill 
innocent people: stop responding to organi- 
zations that claim to be engaged in Ulster 
relief operations but that are really run- 
ning guns. It is an appeal that oughi to 
be heeded by every friend of Ireland in 
this country—and every friend of humanity.

Blackpool Fog 

The evidence of poverty of thought on 
Northern Ireiand among the British Labor 
party delegates at Biackpool yesterday is a 
salutary reminder of the lack of grass-roots 
knowledge or concern in Britain about polit- 
icat decisions that will eventually have to be 
taken by Westminster. The debate made 
dismal hearing, as it was concerned essen- 
tially with the narrow issue of withdrawal 
of troops. urged in a motion thai displayed 
a head-in-the-clouds ignorance of the needs 
of the North and was largely dominated by 
the idea that Britain needed to unburden 
itself of the probiem as expeditiously as 
possible. 

Of course it would be naive to equate the 
general level of understanding of the issues 
at Blackpool with the degree of concern of 
Mr Callaghan’s government. What hap- 
pens at Labor party conferences—as de- 
bates on the economy, defense. and other 
weighty issues of poltey adequately showed— 
is often no more than a ritual blowing-off 
of steam. a chance for the basic principles 
of the party. wishfully thought or realizable. 

It is no secret that 
Northern Ireland is a dangerous irrelevance 
ta people in Britain and offers no promise 
of electoral gain to politicians. . . 

Where the British government can be 
faulted in its conduct regarding yesterday's 
debate ts in its failure to use the opportunity 
to preach positive policy. There was an 
almost insulting downgrading of the debate 


by its position at the end of the conference, 
and hy the absence of any government 
speaker, Mr. Roy Mason, though newly ap- 
pointed, ought to have spoken to a brief.

Shows Deficit 


ROME, Oct. 7 (AP-DJ).—Italy 
posted a balance of trade deficit 
of 346 billion lire ($409 million} 
in August, a sharp turnaround 
from the surplus of 111 billion 
lire in July, the government 
Statistics Bureau reported today. 


For the first eight months of 
the year, Italy's trade deficit 
reached 3.3 tzillian lire, 
with @ deficit of 962 billion lire 
in the like 1975 period. 


‘This total deficit was composed 
of a gap of 42 trillion lire for 
petroleum products and a surplus 
of 849 billion lire for non-oil 
items. 


The August, 1976, deficit of 946 
billion lire compared with a sur- 
plus of 80 billion lire a year 
earlier. 

Imports in August this vear 
totaled 2.6 trillion lire, up from 
18 trillion in August, 197. Ἐχ- 
ports rose to 2.2 trillion lire from 
11 trillion lire. 

Output Rises 

Tn another report, the Statistics 
Bureau said industrial produc- 
tion rose sharply in August and 
for the first eight months of this 
year, but it warned that the Au- 
gust figures, because of holiday 
schedules, were “of only slight 
significance.” 

‘The preliminary figures shov- 
ed that production in August was 
20.3 per cent higher than in Au- 
gust. 1975. But. the agency added. 
in 1975 many firms declared

Trapeze Plus 
Trigonometry 
ForLucky Few

ARIS, Oct. 7 ‘(IHT:—While millions οἱ 

French youngsters are back in -chool 
bending their brains around the ‘unda- 
mentals of algebra and anglais. some of 
the luckier ones are getting trapezes in 
addition to their trigonometry at the 
Ecole Nationale du Cirque. 

Founded last year by Annie Frateliint, 
the female half of France's most famous 
clown duo, the circus school teaches basic 
skills of mime, juggling, acrobatics, equi- 
tation, dance and stagecraft found under 
the big top. While national circus schools 
exist in some Eastern Europesn countries, 
Mrs, Fratellini says that hers is the only 
one of its kind in the West. 

Located in a bunker-Jike building at the 
Porte de Vanves, the school operates on 
two levels, providing dicular fun 
for youths from 6 to 16 and a multi- 
discipline atelier for students seeking 
careers in the circus. 

The atmosphere is hushed chaos. Seven- 
year-olds juggling Indian clubs as 'ong as 
their arms. Fawn-legged prepubescents 
wobbling atop 3-foot-high medicine balls. 
A line of hip-heayy teenagers tuobily 
turning backward somersaults. The srace- 
ful swoops and flips of emerging trapecists, 
orchestrated to the military “One, two, 
hup!" of their professor, a retired acrobat, 
A unicyclist threads perilously through the 
crowd. 

The school was conceived in 1972 by Mrs. 
Fratellini and her husband, Pierre Etaix, 
the straight-man half of their clown act, 
who fear that circuses could disappear in 
France as performers become scarce. 
‘More and more, French artists are lured 
abroad,” Mrs. Fratellini said. “Because of 
obligatory education, children canmot ac- 
company touring circuses, 50 the system 
of learning by imitation and apprentice- 
ship is disappearing. Integration into the 
Profession is now practically impossible.” 

The number of young people interested 
in the circus as a career has surprised even 
Mrs, Fratellini, In its first year of opera- 
tion, the school had 600 students, some 
part-time, coming after their regular school 
elasses, others in a full-time program that 
can last up to three years. Enroliment is 
open to anyone. 

The first stage is a generalized eur- 
riculum of dance. mime, acrobatics, magic, 
bareback riding. history of the circus and 
stagecraft—lighting, makeup. sound, cos- 
tume and rigging. “Then, students direct 
themselves more specifically, according to 
their likes and aptitudes,” Mrs. Fratellini

The second and third years are spent 
perfecting skills, putting an act together 
and maybe even spending = month or 50 
with 2 circus in Paris, Mrs. Pratellini has 
herself formed the Nouveau Cirque de Paris 
in which she and Mr. Etaix tour with-the 
students during the summer. “The life of 
8 circus performer is hard but wonderful,” 
she said. “I feel more comfortable as a 
clown than as myself, sitting bere.” 

Her Vuitton satchel. cashmere sweater 
and Valentino shopping bag belie the legend 
of circus performers as down-at-the-heels 
theater rejects, “A good ack can be very 
well paid,” she said. The fourth genera- 
tion of one of Europe's most famous circus 
families, she is the 25th Fratellini clown 
and the only female one in the big time 
under the big top. 

She spent years as 2 music hall singer 
and actress in preparation for getting her 
clown act together. She developed her 
trademark floppy shoes, nlummy nose and 
voluminous coat almost instinctively. “I 
had to hide my body. so the coat was a 
necessity,” she recalled. sitting in bureau- 
cratic solitude in the schoo!'s office, where 
she now spends eight months a year. 

She is quick to point out that her school 
teaches necessary basics for many careers. 
“Don't forget that the circus is justifiably 
thought of by theater people as an ir- 
replaceavle foundation for dance, cinema, 

+ theater ard mime.” But the serious 
students currently enroHed here are head~ 
ed for the circus ring. 

Her own daughter. Valérie, will become 
8 trapezist, To her, the circus is 2 natural 
way of life, “It's wonderful to travel all 
the time,” she said. Last summer, Valérie 
toured with the student circus, learning 
how to put up the tent.
